A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The final rejection and the declaration filed 1 1/21/02 were 
discussed. Applicant's representative indicated that they would be proceeding with claims specifically directed towards 
the detection of Alzheimer's disease in this application. The arguments addressing the declaration in the final rejection 
were discussed. Applicant's representative pointed out that there were seven controls and seven diseased patients 
assayed in the first experiment presented in the declaration (not six as mentioned in the rejection). Applicant's 
representative also pointed out that there is a statistical analysis of the data presented in Figure 2 of the declaration. 
The examiners clarified that the lack of statistical data discussed in the final rejection is with regard to the data in 
Figure 1 illustrating the differentially expressed genes. Statistical analysis to help interpret whether or not a given gene 
illustrated in figure 1 is in fact showing statistically significant differential expression would be helpful (for example, in 
figure 1 , at least genes 2-10 appear to have very similar levels of expression. Further, the examiners indicated that it 
would be helpful to know the identity of the genes whose differential expression is observed, to the extent that such 
knowledge is possible. Furthermore, it was suggested that experiments which demonstrated that the pattern of 
differential expression observed in Alzheimer's patients is different from the patterns of differential expression observed 
in other patients with a different disease would be helpful to address whether the patterns being observed are specific 
in a diagnostic sense. In particular, if experiments are run which compare the expression of genes of patients with 
Alzheimer's disease to patients with a different disease it would be helpful to know the identity of the genes being 
differentially expressed. 
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
